SHEA ENDORSES NEW 
SCHOOL-AID LEGISLATION © 


Harold S, Shea, Superintendent 
of Schools for Wilmington, came 
out flatly, yesterday morning, for 

fy ocrensed state ald to the public 
‘Schools, 

Shea, in the next three weeks, 
will be speaking to the parents 
of school children, on the sub- 
ject, speaking on the bills now 
in the General Court which are 
Planned to increase state aid to 
schools, 

His only scheduled appearance 
as of this time is on May 4th at 
the Woburn Street school, but he 
will speak at the Boutwell Street 
School and the Glen Road School 
in two or three weeks, 

He is also scheduled to speak 
to the Wilmington Lions Club on 
May Sth on the Willis Report, 

‘Unless the Legislature acts this 
year to provide more state funds 
for education and to improve the 
method of distributing those funds, 
many communities will be unable 
to provide an adequate education’ 
Shea quotes from the Massachu- 
setts Educational Conference 
Board, 

Shea said that Massachusetts 
ranks 650th and last, in the per- 
centage of state funds devoted to 
education, and that this places an 
unfair burden on the cities and 
towns which must keep increasing 
property taxes to meet rising 
school costs. 

He urged.all Wilmington resi- 
dents to support Senate Bill 104, 


which revises the present 20 year 
old method of reimbursing local 
communities, using a formula 
adopted by the Conference Board 
after an exhaustive study. ‘If we 
want better education in Massachu- 
setts without boosting local taxes, 
we should communicate with our 
State senators and representa~ 
tives’ he said, 

Under the Conference Board for- 
mula, Wilmington would receive 
$685,802 in state ald, or 49.8% of 
its school operating budget, com- 
pared with the present $258,535, 
Mr, Shea explained that by making 
State ald a percentage of operating 
costs, as proposed in Senate 104, 
the Comiconwealth will share the 
expense of school growth and of 
educational improvements, 

Alternative proposals now be- 
fore the Legislature would give 
Wilmington a smaller share of

Dear Larz: 

With this letter I should like to 
do two things: First, on behalf of 
those people who suffer injustice 
as the price of insistence on their 
rights as free Americans, let me 
thank the good people of Wilming- 
ton, whose generosity has made 
possible the sending of $876.65 to 
the Southern Christian Leadership 
Conference. Wehavebeenassured 
that this money will be used di- 
rectly to help suffering Selma 
negroes, 

Second, let me say a word con- 
cerning the well-intentioned but in- 
temperate statements from the 
gentleman whose letter appeared in 
the Town Crier last week, 

He insisted that he was not being 
vindictive, For this I am grateful, 
for if -he had been in a vindictive 
mood, there is no telling what 
depth of character assasination he 
might have been tempted to reach, 

As it was, he was satisfied with 
casting aspersions on a great man 
(Nobel Prize winner Dr. Martin 
Luther King) and the whole civil 
rights movement, And, he was 
satisfied to do so by inference and 
nuendo - not by concrete evidence, 
If I may say so, this approach is 
hardly in keeping with the Amer~ 
ican way of life, Togo intofurther 
detail concerning the apsurd as- 
persions would be todignity some- 
thing that does not quality for di- 
ginity.

Detached criticism of a great 
cause is so very easy, Risking 
your job, your hom, your very 
life, as these herole and often 
lonely Negroes are doing for a 
cause that is American through and 
through, is indeed more ‘ difficult 
and demanding of courage! 

In conclusion, the civil rights 
movement, with which Iam happy 
to be identified, firmly opposes 
bigotry and tyranny in all its 
shapes ~ wheter it takes the form 
of Communism from the left, ra~ 
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dicalism from the right, or racism 
from the gutter,

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April First stories fooled many 


Two stories, under the heading 
of ‘April First Bulletins’ may 
‘still be reverberating around town, 
for all that the Town Crier knows. 
‘They were, of course, ‘April Fool’ 
stories, and before it wasall over, 
even the publisher of the Town 
Crier learned that he had had his 
tongue only half way in his cheek. 

One of the stories was about an 
Engineer, from Finland, named 
‘Loof Lirpa’ (which, when spelled 
backwards, was the clue), It was 
a story to the effect that the U.S. 
Army Corps of Engineers was 
studying a plan to revitalize the 
old Middlesex Canal, so as to re- 
Plenish the fresh water supply of 
the Charles River with water from 
the Merrimack.

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Planning Board has tempestious meeti 


The members of the Wilming- 
ton Planning Board descended into 
a name calling hassle, Tuesday 
night, as they debated, for the 
third straight week, the problems 
of hiring a professional consultant 
for planning purposes, —_ 

‘The argument was over 'a motion 
that had been defeated on March 
30th by a 3-2 vote, a motion that 
had been proposed by Melvin 
Bloom, 

The meeting was in chaos part 
of the time, and the discussion 
lasted for one and one half hours, 
Bloom and Bob Evans were the 
main contestants in the hassle, 
with former Chairman James Ban- 
da repeatedly calling for a ‘point 
of order’, and Chairman Austin 
Rounds repeatedly saying ‘Gentle- 
men, Gentlemen!’ 

He told Evans and Bloom - ‘If 
you want to take your personal 
arguments outside-. » He also 

bt Evans toaddress his questions 
to Bloom ‘through the chair’, 


The Discussion 

The discussion revolved around 
a motion made by Melvin Bloom 
on Mar 30th,, and amendments 
proposed by James Banda, Dur- 
ing the discussion there was a 
continual cross fire between Evans 
and Bloom, and a secondary cross 
fire between whoever was the 
speaker at the moment and the 
other members, 

Bloom, on March 30th, proposed 
a lengthy motion, part of which 
was to start an Industrial Park in 
northwest Wilmington, 

Banda, in seconding, proposed 
to strike out (1) the study of a 
possible Industrial Park in the 
Northwest part of Wilmington, and 
(2) the preparation of forms and 
procedure for more efficient op- 
eration of the board, 

He moved to substitute these 
two items (1) the updating of the 
1957 plan and (2) to prepare plans 
and forms for using any Federal 
Funds (so-called 701 Funds), 

The motion had no sooner been 
made and seconded, Tuesday night, 
but Bloom charged that ‘Everyone 
knows that Evans ison the Planning 
Board for his own interests!’ 

Evans was fighting mad at that 


granstand by sitting on the Plan- 
ning Board for a year ‘listening 
to you talk above and around a 
subject’, 

One of the items over whichthe 
men fought was a proposal that 
the suggested Planning Consultant 
advise the Planning Board as to 
‘all plans and subdivisions’, This 
was made by Bloom, 

Evans argued that it was not 
necessary to ‘oversee’ all plans, 
and that, for instance, the ‘no ap- 
Proval necessary’ plans were not 
the type that should take up the 
time of the consultant, His opin- 
{on was that the ‘whole thing ought 
to be tabled, tonight’,
